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A meeting was held on Tuesday, December 14, between representatives 
of the Board of Trustees of Loyola and the Board of Governors of 

Sir George Williams University. It was agreed that formal negotia- 
tions between the two institutions, dealing with the academic, legal, 
financial and administrative aspects of union, should begin as soon 
as possible. Another meeting will be held early in January to set 
policies and procedures for these necessarily extensive negotiations, 
including establishment of committees competent to deal with the 


specific aspects of university operation. 


In the discussion, the representatives of SGWU and Loyola agreed that 
the purpose of a common destiny was the better service of the community 
interest through the rational use of shared resources. The new univer- 


sity must be able to adapt and grow in response to the needs of the 


community.
